the poore Souldier and Labourer , mikcrably pilled, 
oppreſled and ſtarued, 

Further hec ought to pronide that the companies 
be trained.and that they may bee made ready for the 
publique ſervice, and for thar the condition of this 
country doth require rather ſhot then other Armes, 
either {or offence or defence, and time being pretious 
with vs in reſpec of our daylylabours and works a- 
broad bclonging to our ſubliſting, io ſo much, as a 
{mall portion rherot may bee affoorded and allowed 


vato {uch excrciling and training, therefore it is ap- 
poin= 
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ojated by the Marſhall, that the Captains that ſhall 
Kant the Guard, during their time of Guard/their 
people as then being exempted from their dayly la- 
bour and workabroad) and their Officers ſhall reach 
euery Souldier to Handle his peece, firftro preſent ic 
comely,and ſouldier like,and then to giue fire,by falſe 
fring,and ſoto fall his Piece to theright fide with the 
noſe vp; & when their ſouldiers are hardy and experc 
inthis,they (hall ſer vp a conuenient mark faſt by che 
court of Guard, at which euery Souldier ſhall ewice 
diſchargehispecce, at the relecuing of the watch, 
morning andeucning,and he thar ſhall ſhoot neereſt 
the Gouernor ſhall do wel to allow ſome addition of 
victuals,orpay,or ſome prize of incouragement, thar 
eucry one may therby —— contend ro do beſt:

more vncouth ſtrange and troubleſome. ' 
Laſtly the Gouernor (hall haut a ſingular care to . 
pur in execution all fuch Orders and Inftructions as þ 
{hall beedeliwucredvnto him from the Generall,of his 
deputie or deputies,concerning the imployments of 
his Garriſon vpon ſuch manuall works and duties, as 
ſhall be choughr neceſſary and convenient for the 
berter ſubſiſting both ofthe Laborer , and Garriſon 
committedvnto him * In whichis not co bee forgor- 
ten the chary conſeruation of powder,and munition, 
which will the better inhable him for the defence of 
his Charge. 

The Governor ſhall be berter inſtruQed by taking

That Captaine who is Captaine of the watch,

offending, to the Prouoſt Marſhall, making the 
Gouernour there-with acquainted , that the oft- 
fender may recciue ſuch puniſhment, as his faule 
ſhall deſerue, of what quallity ſoeuer he be.

kers of the faid Lawes and Articles. 

Ar the time or houres appoynced for the atiter- 
noone worke of the Colony, eucry labourer to 
his worke,and euecry crafts man to his occupation, 
Smiths, Ioyners,Carpenters, Brick makers &. Hc 
ſhall cauſe the drumme to beate againc, to draw 
and call forth the people vnto their labour, when 
| againe the worke on all hands towards night being 

to bee left off, hee is to cauſe the drurame likewile 
then to beate, and as before aſſiſt the Capt: with 
the whole company to bring them to eucning 
prayer. \ 

It icſhall ſo bee that hee bee Capt. of the watch 
vpon Sonday, it ſhall be his duery to fee that the 
Saboath be no waics prophaned, by any diſorders, 
gaming,drunkernes,in:emperate.mecting,or ſuch 
Iike,in publike or priuate, in the ſtreetes or within 
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I: (hall be his duty haltfe an houre before the dis 
uine ſeruice, morning & euening,to ſhut the Ports 
and place Centinels,and the Bell having tolled the 
laſt cimeghe ſhal ſearch all the houſes of the rowne, 
ro commandeuery one,of what qualiry ſocucr(the 
ſick and hurt excepted) to repaire t0 Church, after 
which he ſhall accompany all the guards with their 
armes,(himſeltc being laſt ) intothe Church, and 
lay the keyes before the Gouernor. 

If at any time any alarme be rakenhe is to ſtreng- 
then himſclfe from che maine cour: of gard,taking 
a competenr proportion of that guard, for the ſe- 
curing of his perſon,and fo to repaire to the place 
where the alarme was giuen, to enforme himſelfe 
by what means the alarum came,cauſing his roun- 
ders tocommand all guards to be in armes for the 
readicr execution ms reſiſtance of any perill, and 
conſcruation of their charge, andit he find the ala- 
rum to be truly giuen, and that the enemy approch 
the Fort,towne,or campeghe is toſend to aduertiſe 
the Goucrnor or chiefc officers to know his dis 
rections for the aſſembling of guards,and ordering 
and drawing a force , forthe better preucntion of 
the enemies deſignes. 

Laſtly,when the guard is ſ-t, and another Cap- 
raine harh the watch, hee ſhall preſent himſelfe be- 


| forethe Gouernor or chicte Commander, to gine 


account vato him of all ſuch accidents, treſpaſles 
and negle&s,as haue beene commirtcd duripg the 
time of his watch. 

Thus to conclude,though his office amongſt ma- 
ny others be achicf and principall ofticc,and there 
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be many weighty and frequent duties requiredin ; 


this great duty of the Capraine of the watch, yer 
thele are the moſt eſlenciall and neceſiarieſt which b 
I can yet aduiſe,the ncereſt ro concerne vs. '

power and {word of luſtice and authority is com- 
mitted,roreſtrainethem from all delinquences,miſe ' 
| decds and treſpaſles. And morcouer fince the Cap- F 
| taint is to know, thit not onely the command of 

their ciuill duties 1s at his directions, for which he is 

to anſwer,bur likewiſe al their ations and praftiſes 

which ſhal breake forth in them,contraryto the di- 

vine preſcriprions of Piety.and Religion : their per- 

juries, blaſphemics,prophaneneſle ryots, and what 

diſorders ſocuer , and generally all their breaches 

of borh the ſacred Tables , dinine, and morrall, 
" to GOD andman, and inthis place moſt eſpe= 


cially,where the worke aſlumed,ha.hno other _ 
ut 
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but ſuch as may punQually aduance the glory,and 
propagation Oi cne heaucnly goodneſſe, tor which 
{o many religious lawes and ordinances areeſtabli- 
ſhed,and declared, all rending to the ſubliſting of a 
Colony,the firſt ſced-plor and ferelement of luch a 
new temporary kingdom and ſtate, as may reduce, 
and bring poore misbeleeving miſcreants, ro the 
knowledge of the eternall kingdom of God (there- 
fore by him firſt ſhut vp in misbelicfe, that inhis 
duc time,when ir ſhould fo pleaſe him,hee might 
againe on them ſhew mercy/ Iris carefvlly there- 
fore by cach Captaineto be conſidered, how pre- 
tious the life of a poore ſouldier is, but how much 
more pretious his ſoule, and that he make conſci- 
ence how he expole the firſt to apparantruine and 
milchicfe, or ſuffer the other ro run on into head- 
long deſtruRtion : for the firſt let his wiſedom, 
knowledge,ard circumſpeion be euer awake,and 
ready how to imploy, and when and with what af- 
ſurances, regards and cautions, cither left to his 
owne power,or preſcribed him by vertue of theſe 
from the Marſhall, and for the other, let him firſt 
be mindfull to giue witneſſes in his owne life, how 
carefull he is to pleaſe God, who muſt bleſle all 
that he vndertakes , and walke himſclfe in a noble 
example of Iuſtice and truth which doth not one= 
ly enforce a reputation and reſpet/ from other 
men,bur an imitation and following of the like by 
other men : And vnto this may the diuerſe and 
frequent changes and ſtriftneſle of the place where 
we are, and the hardnefle of the many with whom 


he ſhal haue to do,with other chances & difhculcies 
be

be motiues ſufficient to perſwade him, in which 
yerlethim remember this,that it is in vaine in ſuch 
place as heere , to pretend onely to bee vertuous 
and religious, excepta man bee vertuous and reli- 
gious incccd, ard that yerrue extend it ſelte to ex- 
ample. Bur fince | aſſure my (clfe that of this ad- 
vice no Caprt. volunratily imploying himſelte in 
ſuch a buſines as this is,and cnely tor the buſincſle 
ſake, hath any need, I commend him to the fol- 
lowing inſtructions, 

Euery Capraine ſhall (if conneniently hee may) 
preſent himſclic betore his Colonel or Gouernor, 
oncea day, to vnderſtand his commands , the 
which hee mult bee caretull, neither to exceed at 
any time, nor bee defeiue in their full accom- 
pliſhmenr, albeit he ſhall haue a ſhewand preſent. 
ment atany time of a better aduantage, ſince con- 
cerning his imployment hee may bee ignorant of 
the chieſe commaunders ends. 

Hee ſhall doe well ro haue a ſpeciall eye and re- 
gard ouer his company, that they as well breake 
not the publique Lawes , and Orders pre- 
ſcribed chem, bur alſo performe all dueties and 
ſcruices vato which they ſhall bee for the preſent 
commaunded, the which that he may with the ber- 


ter aptnefle and conueniency draw them vnto,_itg— 


ſhaibe his duty ro haue knowledg,and take notice 
ot cucry one of his vnder Officers, offices and du. 
ties; that he may the readier reforme faults com. 
mitrcd, eyther dy negligence, or ignorance, and 
at the time of watch he ſhall ſend his Scrieane 
to tiig Sericant maior for the word, andifhe haue 
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thewarch himſelfe, hee ſhall afrer the word giuen 

. our, call vpon his court of guard , all his company 
(valeſſe his Centinels ) and aſſembled together, 
humbly preſent themſclues on their knees,and by 
faichfull and ze1ilous prayer vnto almighty God 
commend themſelues and their indeauours ro his 
mercitull protection, 

After prayer , cicher the Captainehimſelfe, or 
ſome one of his vnder ofhcers,ſhall accompany the 
Centinell to the place of Guer,atcer which he ſhall 
fearch all the pieces vponthe court of guard , that 
they be charged with buller againſt the Captaine 
of che watch or Serjeant Major (hall come to viſir 
them,and alſo that they be furniſhed with Poulder 
and Match,forthe diſchage of their dutics, during 
thetime of their watch and ward: and it is his duty, 
after that the Serjeant Major or Caprtaine of the 
watch have made their round ſome time after mid. 
night ro walke his round, to ſce that his Centinels 
do hold good watch in their guet,$ thar all things 
bee quier and peaceable, and no diſorders in the 
towne,and that ifalarum be giuen,he giue orderro 
his Centinels to rake it with alſecrecy,without any 
tumule or noiſe made , for the eat performance 
whereol,hemuſt hauec cfpeciall care thathe weaken 
not his guard,by giuing leaue voto any of them to 
be abſent from the guard, bur vpon 1ult and lawtull 
cauſe, & reaſon to be alledged: likewite he is to ap- 
point certaine gentlemen for rounders in his com- 
pany,the which are to make rheir {aid rounds from 
houreto houre, according to the dizcftions of the 


Caprainc of the watch.

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Further, about two houres before day, the Cap- 


taine ſhall pur on his armies, and cauſe all his com» 
pany to arme themſelves, andſo to ſtandin armes 
vatill one houre after the diſcharge of the watchin 
the morning, which time expired, he ſhall returne 
with his company vnto the court of guard, and 
therewith publike praicr, giue vnto almighty God 
humble thankes and prailes , for his mercitull and 
ſafe procetion that night , arid commend himſelte 
and his, to his no lefle merciful proteAion and 
ſafegard for theday following, 

And becauſc thar, during the watch,that tiniTis 
appointed forthe cxerciting of his men, and faſhi- 
oning them to their armes, he ſhall ſet vp a conue- j 
nient marke by his court of guard, where hee ſtall 
teach his men the exerciſe of their armes, both for 
the comely and needtull vſe therof,asthe offenſiue 

ractiſe againſt their enemies, at which marke his 

men ſhall diſcharge their pieces twice, both mor- 
n "og ancuening,at the d.ſcharge of the watch, ha» 
ving procured from the Gouernor ſome prize of 
incouragement due vnto him that ſhall ſhoot nee» 
reſt,then he ſhall file and ranke,& excerciſe his men 
inſuch military aCtions,according vnto ſuch forme 
aad exerciſe,as he ſhall reccive from the Marſhall, 
not forgetting by the way , that all the Courts of 
guard,and all the members of the watch and ward, 

are vnder the command of che Capr. of the watch. 
Furcher,the Caprtainc is to make it his eſpecial du» 
ty to hauercligious and manly care oucr the poore 
ſick ſoldiers or labourers vnder his command, for 
' Which cauſe he ſhall viſite ſuch as are ſick, and pro« 


uide fo that they bee atttnded, their lodgings 
I 2 kept 
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kept ſweet, and their beds ſtanding the ſame heigrh 
from the ground which is prouided for in the pub- 
lique IniunRions, as likewiſe hee ſhall call for ſuch 
things for them out of the ſtore, or from the Phiſt- 
tions or Surgeons cheſt , as the necellitic of their 
ſickneſle ſhall require. 

Furcher he is to know, becauſe we are not onely 
to exerciſc the duty of a Souldicr, but of the kuf- 
bandman, and that in time of the vacancie of our 
watch and ward wee arenot to liue idely, therefore 
the Captaine ſending his Sericant to the Sericant 
Maior for the word, ſhall likewiſe giuc in charge 
vnto his Serjeant to make demand of the Serieant 
Major,what ſeruice,worke,and buſineſſe he hath in 
charge, from the Gouernor , to command him 
and his men to goe vppon him the next mor- 
ning.after norice whereot,he ſhall ſo prouide,thar 
he and his men be ready at therelicuing of the more 
ning watch,the Drum ſummoning him there-vnto 
to cffe&t the ſame, for which he ſhall bringttis men 
vnto the place of Armes , by the maine Court of 
guard, where the Scrjeamt Major, or the Captaine 
ofthe watch,ſhall condu them tothe place of the 
ſubſiſtting buſinefle, prouiding them ſuch labouring 
and needfull Inſtruments or tooles, as the worke 
for the preſent (hall require, in which worke the 
Capraine himſelfe (hall do exceeding worthily ro 
take paines and labour,that his Souldiers ſecing his 
mduſtry and carefulneſſe,may with more cheertul- 
nellc loue him, and bee incouraged tothe perfors 
mance ofthe likein that buſineſſe wherevpon they 
arc imploied contrariwilc himſelfe taking his caſe, 

| and 
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and inioyning them to toile and worke , may breed 
both a wearineſle of the bulinelle in the imployed, 
and giue a way vnto much hatred, and contempt 
vnto timlclte. 

Now concerningthe tooles and inſtruments and 
the furniſhing iis toldiers therewith,the Captaine 
ſhall ſend his Scrieant to the ſtore ro make demand 
thereof , and leauing a note vnder his hand for the 
receipt of the ſame , thereby charging him-ſclte ro 
the rede/iucric of them againe at the finiſhing of 
the worke, The companies thus furniſhed, and be- 
ing aſlembled inthe place of armes , the Scricant 
Maior or Captaine of the watch, vpon their knecs 
ſhall make their publike and fairhfull prayers vnto 
almighty God for his bleſſing and proteCtion to 
attend them in this their bulneſſe the whole day 
after ſucceeding,which done the Sericant Maior or 
Capraine of the watch (hal cxrraCt out of the com+ 
panies howſocuer deuided , and deliver vnto cucry 
Maiſter of the worke appointed, his propper and 
ſeucrall Ging,to take their wayes therevnto, where 
the ſaid Maifters and ouer-ſeers of ſuch workes 
ſhal be preſent with them to labour,and hold to la- 
bour ſuch his Ginge vntill 9, or ten of the clock,ac-

which time he ſhall nor ſuffer any of his company

the day, atwhich time the drumme bearing, the 
Capt: ſhall againe draw torth his company vnto 
the place of Armes as aforeſaid, to bee diſpoſed 
cfas. before vppon their worke vntill fiue or ſix of 
the clocke, at which time the drumme beating as 
beforc, at the command of the Sarjeant maior or

A'ltheſe duties the Captaine muſt not be igno- 
rant nor negligent to put in exccu.ion,as being 
duties which will be exactly required at his hands 
by the Marſhall, as alſo ſo ro behaue himſelte that 
he maybe as v ell beloucd as obeyed of his ſouldi- 
ers, that thereby they may as well know, how ro 
obey,as he to command, and that he endeuour by 
all mcanes to conſerue his men, as annoy his ene. 
my, & painefully ro execute withal diligence ſuch 
matters as he is inioyned by his ſuperiors , and to 
" hauenoapprehenſionof feare, bur of ſhame and 
infamic.

uerned, and fuch dutics duly and dayly performed 
as are inioyned by the Gouernor orcheite officer, 
and l:kewilethat the duties of che inferiour officers 
or Soldiers beno leſle diligently and ſedulouſly 
diſcharged,for he bcing,as is ſaid, a helpe,and aide. 
vato his Captaine, is therefore accountanttoand 
with his Captain for ſuch omiſſons,diforders and.

He ought taithfully ro informe his Capr: ot all a- 
buſes,dilorders,negles,and contemprs that ſhall 
happen in the c ompany, of what nature or condi-

Ithis Captain (hal at any time demand his opint- 
onin any matter of conſequence, he ſhall fauhful- 
ly and (incercly deliuer 4, 198 nor preſume to ad- 
uiſe his Capt. vndemanded,vnle: it be vpon extra» 
ordinary occaſis of preſentand imminent perill. 

It ſhaibe his duty in all quarrels,brautes,debares, 
and diſcontentments of his ſoldiers ro accord and 
agree thera withour partiallity', and with the leaſt 
troubling of his.Cap.with the ſarac,& it he cannor 
with his curtcſtes,and gentle interpoſttion worke 
them into peaceable agreement, hee ſhall they 
acquaint his Captaine , and afterwards faithfully 
pur in execution his Captaines directions. 

He ought totraine & exerciſe the company that 
they may be expert in the-vie of their armes when 
they ſhall be commanded to publikeſeruice; 

He ought likewiſe to fee that the inferiour officers 
be duly obcr'd the one by the other wichour fingu- 
lacicy orcommradictio, & the foldicrs obcy the all 

of ik 
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in generall,cach one according to his place. 

By his care euery Squadron ſhal have his armes 
ſcruiceable and cleance , and atthe ſetting of the 
watch that they be prouided of pouder,march,and 
bullet, for the defence of the guard,and if the com- 
pany be vnfurniſhed to advertiſe his Capraine , or 
{end his Sericant to the munition Mailſter, thar 
order may bee preſcnily taken for the ſupplie 
thereof. 

Hee ſhall doe well,if conueniently he may,mor. 
ning and euening (or at leaſt once aday)ro preſent 
him-ſclfe before Jis Caprtaine, to know his com- 
mands,and to informe his Captaine, ofrheftarc of 
his Companie. 

Ic ſhalbe his duty ro haue care-that the compa- 
ny bee ready { as is expreſtin the Captaines duty) 
ro go forth andattend the daily buſineſfſe, and ub- 
like labour appertayning to the Colonie, which 
ſhalbe comaunded by the chicfe officer , In which 
| hee ſhall have a hand in executing, and aneyc-in 
| ouer-ſecing,that cuery one take his due paines,and 
| not loyter,andidlely miſpend the time appoynted 

vnto the diſpatch of ſuch bulineſle. 

| Heeis to haue a hearty and religious care that 
the ſouldicrs doe not make breach of the lawes, 
and duties,diuine,ciuill, or martiall,inioyned chem 
co obſeruc vpon ſo neceſſary reaſons and ſtri&t 
penalties, but thathe informe, correct and puniſh 
ro-the vrmolt of his authoriry limited , therreſpal- 
{ers ofthe ſame, orthe omiſſion of anyduty what- 
| ſocuer,with the approbation of his Capraine. 

| Hee is not ro make it his leaft carero oucr-ſee 
and 
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and take charge of the lodging and bedding of all in 
generall in hus company, that according vnto thepub- 
like edict the preſcruation of their healrhs be prouided 
for,and that one point of flothfullneſſe in the common 
loldier prevented, and met with, of lying vpon or to 
ncere the ground, which negle& in the officer hath bin 
the luflc of many a man. 

For his order of command and march in thefield, 
and quartering he ſhalbe appoynted the manner there- 
of by rhe Marthall,when occaſion of ſcruice ſhall ſo re- 
quire,hke-wiſe the order of trayning and exerciſing his 
mas La company he ſhall haue vnder the mar 

and. 

Hee is amongſt orher his duties moſt carefully, like 
acharitable and wel inſtructed Chriſtian,mercitull and 
compaſhonate , make ofcen and daily ſurucy of ſuch 
of his company as ſhalbe viſited with fickneſſe, .or 
wounded by any caſualty of warre, gunpoulder , or 0- 
the:-wiſe, in which hee ſhallrake ſuch order that the 
lodgings of ſuch as (halbe fo ficke or hurt, be ſweet aud 
cleancly kept, them-ſelues attended and dre(t, andto 
the vitermoſt of his power co procure either fromthe 
ſtore, or the Phiſttion and Surgeons chelt ; ſuch com- 
forts,healps, and remedies, as may be adminiſtred and 
applicd vntothem, andco haue care that they be not 
detrauded of thole meanes and remedies which are for 
them delivered out of the ſaid tore or cheſts. 

And for that this aficeris.tn the abſcence of his Cap- 
taine to be called vnrothe Marthall Court as his depu- 
tic, forthe bertcr inhabling of his judgement, when his 
opinion is to be required 1a the cenſure of offences and 
crimes of what quality ſacuer, which ſhalbeb u 
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thither to be ſentenced, Ireferhimto the abſtract of 


the lawcs in breete ancxed vnto the duty of his Capt. 


Inſtruftioas of the Marſhall for the better enabling of 
an Enſigne to the executing of his charge in this 
preſent Colonie, lunc the 22, 1611. 


T is requilite for euery ſoldier to ſtand vp- 
pon his credit and reputation, propoſing 
vnto himſelte that their canbe no leſle c- 
quall,or to be compared with diſhonour,8& 
ſure in mareecs of armes and their execution, what dil- 
honour can bee greater thenthe loſle of the enlignes 
for which it ought co be commicted ro the charge of 
aright valiant, and well governed ſoldier, who may 
not leauenor looſe it, bur where the loſle of his lite 
ſhall quir himof chardury. 

So farre as toucheth his command, or gouernmene 
inthe company, he is to know that he hath no com- 
mand where his Capraine or Lieftenanc are preſent, 
bur in their abſence I referre him to the duty of the 
Capt: which he isro execute as religiouſly, painfully, 
and circumſ{pedtly as the Capraine: he beeing an{we- 
rable vnto his Captaine for all defets,neglets,diſor- 
ders, and contemprs of duties, in his company what- 
ſocuer. 

Inthe gouernment of his company he is to be afiſt, 
ant vmto his fuperiour officers, in reaching and ina- 
bling all his inferiours, every one his perricalar duty, 
wich faire perſwalton and all gentlencs, and ſweernes 
of command, and if any thing (hall happen, either diſ- 


orders or neglects of duties ,. it ſhail be fir for yo 
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aduertiſe his ſuperior officers that redreſſe may be 
had, for he hath no power of himlſelfe in their preſence 
to puniſh, correR, or do any at of cxccutions vpon 


his companions. 

When the time of exerciſe and training ſhalbe of the 
companie, he (hall bethere ready and affiſtane vnto 
his ſuperiour officer (if ſo be it his coulours be not 
drawne forth)for the better furtherance of him in the 
ſo training,and diſciplining of the men. 


Hee ſce all coramands of his ſuperior Officers ; 


put in execution, aud not ſtand ignorantly in defence 
(as ſome hane)andir is the property of the ignorant ſo 
to do,thar he is tyed to no other duties,bur to the car- 
rying of his coulours. For no inferiour officers duty, 
whether Sargeant or corporalls, but he is to performe 
and execute (it they ſhall be by any diſaſter, defcate, 
or viſitation of ſickneſſe diſabled werſonally ro dil- 
charge it themſelues) being ſo commanded by his Su- 
perior officers, during the time of guard, yeathedur 
ofthe Centinell heis ro vndergoe, and from whic 
neither the Captaine nor Liefrenant are exempted vp- 
on vrgent occaſion. 

In the hapning ofany diſpute, quarrell, or debate a+ 
mongſt the ſoldiers, the ſame being brought to his 
kno ledge,he ſhall do his beſt to end and compound, 
whoſe authority & perſwaſtons,if they ſhal not be po» 
werfull enough to reconcile & ſerat one, he ſhal then 
informe his Lieftenant, or Captaine: that order with 
the moſt ſpeed & conuenience, may be taken thercin. 

He ſhall hold it his duty to viſit the fick or burt in 
his company, and to his power of theny take the 


ſame care, and make the ſame charitable parents 
or 
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for, asis inioynd both the Coptaine and Lieftenanr. 

Itis his duty to command the Corporalls tobring 
their {quacrons to his lodging,who ſhal conduct chem 
to his Lietrenant,and they borh conduct them to their 
Captaine,atthe beating of the Drum, whither for any 
manuall lavour and worke, for the Colony, or whither 
to bee lead vnto the Church at any time to heare di- 
uine (eruice. 

Heis to viſit the armes of the Company, and at the 
ſetting ofthe watch to rake care, and ſo at all rime,thar 
they be not vgſeruiceable , and it any want beethen of 
n.a:ch, poulder, or buller, or what clſedefeR, hee is to 
aduerrile his Superior Officers, thatthey may then and 
at all other rimes bee ſupplied and amended, 

To becbreete hee is an aſſiſtant ro the Liefrenant 
inthe ſame nature that the Lieftcnant is to the Cap- 
taine, and may not by any mcanes intrude into the 
command of the one or other,they being preſent. 

In the abſence of the Captaine, and Lieftenant 
(when hee is then to bee Capraine of the watch) I re- 
terie him to the duty of the ſayd Captayne of the 
watch. 

For his Order of march, and flying of his collours, 
and his carriage in the field , and vpon (eruice, he ſhal- 
bec ordred and inſtructed by word of mouth from the 
Marſhall,when occaſion ſhalbe offered. 

Thus mutch is needtull for him ro know touch- 
ing his command , and his carriage-to his othcers 
and company , ſo tar forth as hee and they are fol- 
diers, and as the neceſſicy of this preſent ſtate and 
condition which we are in doth require, But con- 
cerning the publike and dayly manuall _— 
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which appertaine toour ſcrhins there as Planters of a 
Col. nicylic is ro make it his dury , ro be a diligent not 
oncly ou-r-lecr,but Jabuurer, himiclte accompanying 
tiercin, and ſeconding the example of his Captaine, 
and induſtrious Lientenane,that the neccflary and daily 
task*'s of ſuch workes anu husbanery ( without which 
we can:zot here keepe footing,nor poſſibly ſubliſt) may 
be in due time accomplithe and brought to palle,

———= apprehenſion, and attiue body, forit is 
a place of great paines and promptirude, and har Ser- 
jeant who will be able to execute his duty in {incernte 
and vprightneſſe,muſt nor be ſlack to puniſh where ir 
is deſerued,nor ouer raſh co abuſe his authority, vnbe- 
ficting an officer of ſuch moment. 

This officer hath in the abſence of his ſuperior offi- 
cers the command of the company, to ſee them doe 
their duties, andobſerue lawes and orders in all things, 
and puniſhment of them by his Halbert , or otherwiſe 
in his diſcretion, fox defect or negligence in any part 


of order. ; 
This officer is to attend vpon the Serjeant Majorfor

the Serjzant Major thall appoint,then he is to giue the 
word to his Capraine, Liettcnant,and Enfigne,and vn- 
to his corporall or corporalls having the guard, 
Hee mult ce the Soldiers of his company furniſhed 
i and prouided with munition , as ſhotte , poulder, and 
\ match,at the ſetting of the watch. 

Heeis tocall,or cauſe to bee called the Corporalls 
roule, to ſee who are ablent or negligent in the dife 
charge of their dutics. 

Hee is to ſee each ſouldiers armes cleanly kept , and 
ſeruiccable,and if default be,he is ro reprooue the cor- 
porall for his negligence in the oucr-light of that du- 
tic,and to puniſh the ſouldier, 

Hee muſt ſce the ſouldiers praQtiſe their armes , and 
therefore it is requiſite that he know the yſc of all ſorts 
of armes himlſelte. | 

If the watch be ſet by ſquadrons, he ſhall leade that 
ſquadron, that is to watch to the Parade, and there 
draw Billers for his guard , and from thence lead them 
to the guard.

He is likewiſe to take notice of all deies and abuſes 
in his company,and to enforme his ſuperiour officers,

Hoſhall with great _— atrend the commands > .f 
of his Captaine, and of the Serjeant Major, andar all 
times put them in preſent execution, rebuking ſuch as 
docamiſle , ſhewing chem their faults, and teaching | 
them by a good example in himſelfe ,to tread inthe | 
way of all ciuilitie and goodneſle .

EF this officer, for that.it is an office of good 
YL account, and by negle& of this duty, 
many inconueniences come vpon a camp,towne, 
or forr, therefore it is fic that hee ſurmount and excell 
his inferiors in. valour, diligence and iudginent, and 
likewiſe in. the practiſe and vie of all forts of armes, 
whereby he may the berrer bee enabled to inſtru and 
teach this ſquadroncommitred to his charge. 

The C orporall ought (having the third part of the

His duty is to prouide that none of his Squadron,

workes and day-labours, and vnto frequent pray 
ers , andthe devine ſeruice at all times, and vp:

Hee ſhall not ſuffer any gaming , heare any 
AS argc: lewd poumny wearing, brawling,&c.

ſhed, 

Hee ſhall rake notice of all bands and procia-

dicate himſelfe wholly for the planting 
SZ and eſtabliſhing of cruereligion, the 
honour of his Prince, the ſatery of his country, and 
to learnethe art which he profeſſeth, which is n 
this place to hold warre, and the ſeruice requiſite 
to the ſubſiſting of a colonic : There be many men 
of meane deſcent, who haue this way attainedto 
great dignity,credit, and honor. | 

Having thus dedicated himſelfe with a conſtant 
reſolution, he ought to be diligent, carefull, vigi- 
$ lant and obedient, and principaly ro haue the feare 
3 of God, and his honor in greateſt eſteeme. 

In making choyſe of his familiar accquaintance, 
let him have care that they be of religious and ho- 
neſt conditions, not fatious nor mutcnous mur- 
murers, nor cuill languaged and worſe diſpoſed 
perſons: his choyſe beeing made he isto carry him 
ſelfe diſcreete, temperate, quiet and friendly ,wich- 
holding himlclfe from being to lauiſh of ſpeech, 
for ſuch as take liberty voto themſelues to ralke li- 
centiouſly, roflander, raile, and backbire others, 
do vſually make bankrout of their friends, of eſti- 
mation, and of their owne peace and quiet of 
conſcience.

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He muſt be carefull to ſeruc God priuately and pub- 
liquely;for all profeſſions are therevneo tied,that carry 
hope with them to proſper,and none more highly then 
the ſouldier, for hee is euer in the mouth of death, and 
certainly hee that is thus religiouſly armed , fighterh 
more confidently and with greater courage , and is 
thereby protected through manifold dangers , and 
iheewath vnpreuentable cucnts. | 

He muſt bee no blaſphemer nor ſwearer,for ſuch an 
one is contemptible to Godand the world, and ſhall 
be aſſured to be found our and puniſhed by the diuine 
luſtice: whereof we hauc inſtant examples. 

He muſt refraine from dicing, caxding , and Idle ga- | 
ming:for common gamſters, tthough they may hauec

| vnto : aboue all things he muſt eſchew chat dereſtable 

| vice of drunkenneſle; for then a man is not apt nor 

good for any thing,and by that beaſtly diſorder, many | 

great armies hauc miſcarried , and much d:ſquict and | 

tumulrs raiſed in campe, and ciuill cownes,wherevpon | 

/ doth fail the {word of Luſtice vpon their necks,which in 

that caſe they haue compelled to be drawne. 
Chaſtitieis a vertue much commended ina ſouldi- 

er,when vncleaactlc doth defile both body and — 
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and makes a man ſtinke in the noſtrils of God & man, 
and laieth him open to the malice & ſword of his ene- 
my,for commonly it makes a man effeminate, coward- 
ly,laſtc,and full of diſcaſes,& ſurely ſuch who haue vn- 
lawful women ſtil crudging about with thE,or in whom 
cuſtomehath taken away the fence of offending in that 
kind, commonly come to diſhonorable ends. 

Heis tyedin his entring or inrowling into any com- 
pany,to take his oath of taithfulneſſe, and ſincere ſer- 
uice to his Prince, Generall and Captaine: to becon- , 
formable ro the lawes prouided for the aduancement 
of the intended buſineſſe,and for the cheriſhing ot the 
good therein,and puniſhment of the cuill. 

He muſt be true-hearted to his Capt. and obey him 
and thereſt of the officers of the Campe, Towne, or 
Fort,with great refpeR, for by the very oath which he 
raketh hee doth binde himſelfe and promiſe to ſerue 
his Prince, and obey his officers: for the true order of 
watrre is fitly reſembled to true religion ordeined of 
God, which bindeth the ſouidier to obſerue iuſtice, 
loyaltic,faith, conſtancie, patience, filence,and aboue 
all, obedience,through the which is caſtly obteined the 
perfefion in armes, and is as a meanesto atchicue 
great encerpriſes, though neucr fo difficult: terrainly, 
who wanteth the vertue of obedience and patience, 
though neuer ſo valiant otherwiſe, yet is he vaworthy 
of rhe ſame name. 

A ſouldier muſt paticntly ſuffer the aduerſtties and 
tfauailes which do fa!l our in the courſes and chances 
of warre: he muſt not be ouer-greedy,nor haſty of his 
pay,albeithe may ſtand in ſome wane thereot,but muſt 
with achcartull alacricy ſhew his ——— 
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by al poſſible meanes,rebellions and mutenies , which 
moſt wpon ſuch pertiſh occaſtones are runne 
into:by no meanes mult hee bee a pertaker with ſuch 
| _— , for the end of ſuch is ſnarpe and ſhamefull 
| cath. 

If in Skirmiſhes Incounters,or ſurpriſe of towne the 
enimies be vanquiſhed, lethim ſer all his care and dili- 
gence in execution of the victorie with his Armes, &
